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THOUGHT HE HAD 


CHARLES E. STEWART SHOT AT 
HIS HEART AND DROPPED. 


WAS NOT HARMED AT ALL. 


He Tried to Fire a Second Shot, but 
Was So Overcome That He 
Was Unable to Do So. 


Charles E. Stewart, a laboring man, living 
at 2915 Olive street, walked into the alley in 
the reaf of the National Bank of Commerce 
at 9:30 o’clock Monday morning, drew a re- 
volver from his pocket, and, placing the 
weapon to his left side, fired one shot. He 
then placed the muzzle of the gun to his 
mouth, but before he could pull the trigger 
he fell to the ground. 

The army of passers-by on Olive street 
were attracted by the shot and rushed into 
the alley only to stand around the prostrate 
man and gaze at him with open-mouthed 
wonderment. 

The rumor soon spread along the street 
that “some man at the National Bank of 
Commerce has committed suicide,” and it 
was not many minutes until 300 persons 
were pushing and scrambling to get into 
the narrow - alley, while many hundreds 
stood gapiag on the main thoroughfare 
awaiting developments. 

The police arrived and called an ambu- 
lance, which carried the man to the City 

ispensary. Dr. Newcomb examined Stew- 
art and found that there was not a scratch 
on him. 

The bullet had torn a hole through the 
left side of the coat, and that was the 
only damage done. Stewart had tried to 
commit suicide by shooting himself through 
the heart, but in pulling the trigger he 
had drawn thé gun out of line, and the 
bullet went wide of its mark. When he 
drew the gun to his mouth his nerve either 
failed him or he fell from nervous exhaus- 
tion in his excitement, and did not fire 
again. 

Stewart is 47 years old. He was dressed 
respectably in a black overcoat and dark 
suit. At the Dispensary he admitted that 
he had tried to commit suicide because he 
had no money and could get no work, He 
had come down town with $1.60, which his 
wife had given him to pay the gas bill and 
gave the 10 per cent discount before the time 
expires on WedneSday. Instead of paying 
the bill, he spent the money for a cheap 
gun at Walker’s pawn shop and tried to kill 
himself. 

Stewart broke down and wept while lying 
in the alley surrounded by the crowd of cur- 
fous onlookers. He was despondent and his 
thin frame shook with nervous excitement, 
He would say nothing at the Dispensary but 
“No money; no work.’”’ Dr. Newcomb sent 
him to the City Jail for observation and if 
the man’s mind is deranged he will be sent 
to the insane ward of the City Hospital for 
further observation. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch called at 
the humble home of Stewart, and Yound 
that it was on the second-story over a 
plumbing shop at 2915 Olive street. A mid- 
die-aged woman, wearing spectacles, re- 
eponded to the call. She was Stewart's wife. 
She had not heard of the attempted suicide 
—that was evident from her actions—and 
the reporter prepared her for the bad news 
by saying that she must not be frightened 
as nobody had been hurt. When told of 
her husband’s action, Mrs. Stewart was 
profoundly surprised, and in the course 
of her conversation said: 

“Why, I am surprised that Charley would 

Oo anything like that. Oh, my poor hus- 

He had not had any work since 
Jast September. But he did not seem to be 
despondent this morning. When I gave him 
$1.60 to pay the gas bill he kissed me good- 
bye and left. He appeared to be as cheer- 
ful as he could be under the circumstances, 


denly became despondent over being out of 
work so long. We have been married ten 
years, and have never had any disputes. 
So family trouble of that kind is not the 
cause of his attempting to kill himself. 

“I tell you, it ig terrible to be out of work 
60 long,” continued Mrs, Stewart, after she 
had clasped her hands to her forehead and 
had remained silent for a moment. “You 
see, We were living at 1718 South Seventh 
street last May, and the cyclone blew down 
@ portion of the house. The roof fell in, 
and 1 was severely injured. All our house. 
hold furniture was lost. 

“We applied too late to get relief from the 
public fund, Some of our relatives helped 
Us as much &s they could, and we eame 
over here on Olive street, hoping to rent 
out rooms and keep the wolf from the door. 
But week after week passed by and we 
rented no rooms. My husband has no 
trade, and it is hard for him to find em- 
ployment at common labor. He made a 
trip to Kearney, Neb., five months ago, 


but he failed," 

The rooms at the Stuart home are fur- 
nished cheaply, but everything is neat and 
scrupulously clean, 

Stewart has evidently been worrying over 
loss of work until his mind has become 
temporarily unbalanced. He had tried to 
prevent his wife from knowing about his 
worry by -simulating cheerfulness.

POLICE BOARD 


McPherson Asks Quo Warranto to 
Make St. Louis Commissioners 
Show Their Authority.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 8.—In the 
House this afternoon Representative Mc- 
Pherson of St. Louis imtroduced a joint and 
concurrent resolution directing ‘the Attor- 
ney General to bring quo warranto proceed- 
ing against the St. Leuls Police Commis- 
sioners requiring them to show by what 
authority they are exercising the powers of 
a Board of Police Commissioners. 

Following is the verbatim copy of the res- 
olution: 

Whereas, art. 29 of the laws specially

THE ORDER HAS GONE FORTH. 


Approval Rests With the Incoming 
Administration, and It Entails a 
Large Chunk of Annoyance. 


Unless the Canton Major and the members 
of his official family revoke an order ap- 
proved by President Cleveland Saturday, 
St. Louls will have the largest pension dis- 
tributing station of the country. 

“This is only an order, you understand,”’ 
said Gen. John W. Noble, who was Secre- 
tary of Interior during President Harrison's 
administration. ‘“‘I hope it will stand, for St. 
Louis is entitled to such recognition. There 
is one thing in the way, and that is that 
the incoming administration will be be- 
sieged by people who will want to know 
the whyfore of this. It is easy enough for 
the outgoing president and secretary to 
issue such an order, but his successor is the 
one who catches all the trouble. 

“But I know how this is, for I faced 
the same thing when I went into 
office. The Secretary of the Interior 
of the previous administration had abol- 


ished a number of land offices, and had 
consolidated the territory into one district. 
I was the one who had all the trouble. The 
Other fellow was gone, and all of the former 
registers and receivers jumped on me, to 
know the reason such action was taken. 

***T didn’t do it,’ I would say to them, but 
it did no good. They told me I had to fix 
it, anyhow, and there I was. 

“This is what the incoming Secretary will 
have to face. It was a grave mistake, in 
the first place, to move the office from St. 
Louis. I can’t imagine why it was done, 
and it is a good thing to move the office 
back, regardless of what was done with 
Topeka and Des Moines. The idea of St. 
Louis, the fifth city of the Union, and Mis- 
souri, which is not only the fifth State, but 
was fifth in the point of volunteers in the 
Union army, getting its pension money from 
these little out-of-the-way laces. Mis- 
souri should have a pension office, for she 
sent 110,000 volunteers into the Union 
bow mila sent nearly as many to fight 
them. 

“When I was Secretary I made an effort 
to een, | the pension office to St. Louis, but 
L-was handicapped by being a member of 
an incoming administration. Maj. McKin- 
ley’s Secretary of the Interior will have the 
Same trouble as Topeka and Des Moines 
will want their agencies back.’’ 

The order by President Cleveland was is- 
sued by Secretary Francis some time ago, 
and will consolidate the work of the pension 
office into nine instead of eighteen agencies. 
It will also give St. Louis the agency for the 
consolidated districts including the States 
of Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Col- 
orado, and the Indian Territory, Oklahoma 
and New Mexico. The order abolishes the 
agencies for the payment of pensions in 
Topeka and Des Moines. 

Changes are made in all other pension dis- 
tricts. The agency in Milwaukee is consolli- 
dated with that in Chicago, Detroit with 
Indianapolis, Concord and Augusta with 
Boston, Knoxville and Louisville with 
Washington, Buffalo with New York and 
Pittsburg with Philadelphia. The reduction 
in clerk hire, rent and other expenses’ of the 
penason department will be fully $160,000 an- 
nually. e 

The St Louls agency will be the larges 
of the entire country, both in point of 
area and the number of pensioners who 
will draw their money through it. The roll 
contains 161,709 names, and the amount 
paid out annually is nearly $40,000,000. 

It is not yet known who will be the agent 
at this point, but it is thought the present 


agent in-Des Moines will be the man, at 
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least until his term expires, Aug. 6, 1898. 
The term of the agent at Topeka expires 
Oct. 23, 1897, and as the orde 
into effect until September ‘this year, it 
would do but little goéd to transfer him 
to this point. 

The bankers and business men of St. Louis 
who have been working to secure the re- 
moval of the office, were greatly pleased to 


by the President. To the bankers it means 
an increase of business, as all collections 
will be made in St. Louis. It also means 
an increased deposit in the Sub-Treasury at 
this point, and an increase in the Clearing- 
house receipts. 

To the merchants it means that the city 
of St. Louis will be Stantly in the minds 
of the thousands of sioners in the-dis- 
trict, and it will naturally bring some trade 
to this nt. 

One of the men who has been working for 
the removal told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
of the work that was dona e said that at 
first the consolidation was objected to on 
the ground that the appropriation for of- 
fiee rental from the end of the fiscal year 
1897, which is June 30, uftfl the time the 
order went into effect, could not m 
for St. Louis and also for Topeka and Des 
Moines. Therefore, advocates of the. re- 
moval guaratiteed to pay the rent. This 
was accepted, but it has since been dis- 
covered that there is ample room in the old 
Federal building at Third and Olive streets. 
This will be used for the pension office, 
and the Secretary of the Interior has re- 
quested the Secretary of the Treasury to 
have the building put in proper condition 
as soon as possible. 
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MUCH OPPOSITION. 


Congressmen Up in Arms and Expect 
to Defeat the Plan.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—The effort 
of Secretary Francis to cut down the Pen- 
sion Agencies from eighteen to nine and to 
combine the Agencies at Topeka, Kan., and 
Des Moines, Ia., {In a new one at St. Louis, 
has created a decided stir among Republican 
Congressmen. The entire Kansas delegation 
is up in arms to-day, starting a war on the 
proposition. It is safe ta say that there will 
be no pension agency at St. Louis. The Re- 
publican Congressmen decided to-day to 
take the matter before President McKin- 
ley aS soon as the extra session is called 
and get him to rescind the order. That would 
leave the number of agencies as now, and 
as at present located. 


ROZELLE NAMED. 


Appointed Labor Commissioner of the 
State of Missouri-by Gov. 
Stephens.

Gilligan. Is an Air Line Brake- 
than and Horrigan Garnished 
His Wages. ; 


Joseph D. Gilligan shot and almost in- 
stantly killed Bdward Horrigan in front of 
the latfer’s saloon in East St. Louis at 1:30 
o'clock Monday afternoon. 

Gilligan is 29° years old and a son of As- 
sistant City Clerk John M. Gilligan. He is 
a brakeman on the Air Line Railroad. The 
trouble that led to the shooting grew 
out of Horrigan’s attempt to collect a bill. 

Gilligan owed him a saloon bill. He could 
not or would not pay and Horrigan gar- 
nished his wages. This resulted in the 
brakeman:losing his position. 

Monday afternoon Gilligan went to Hor- 
rigan’s place and asked him to withdraw the 
garnishment proceedings. When Horrigan 
declined Gilligan became angry 4nd hot 
words followed. 

He called Horrigan some hard names and 
the saloon man ordered him from the place. 
Gilligan refused to go. Then Horrigan 
went behind the bar and seized a club: 

He advanced on Gilligan in a threatening 
manner and shoved him out into the street. 
Then he struck Gilligan with his club. 

Gilligan drew his revolver and fired twice. 
One shot struck Horrigan in the groin. The 
other struck in the left side, ranging down- 
ward and penetrating the abdomen. 

Gilligan turned and ran. Three men were 
in the saloon and saw the entire trouble. A 
crowd collected on hearing the shots, but 
no one attempted to intercept Gilligan. 

Drs. Fairbrother and Stark were called, 
They saw that the wounds were fatal. Hor- 
rigan lived but* fifteen minutes. He did not 
regain consciousness after being shot. 

Horrigan’s saloon is at Third street and 
Missouri avenue. After the shooting Gilli- 
gan ran north on Missouri avenue. At the 
mouth of an alley he met Jack Brady, an 
acquaintance. He handed him his revolver 
and continued on his run, with his hat in 
his hand, without speaking. 

Policemen Flynn and Toomey saw the 
man running and although they did not 
know of the commission of the crime they 
gave chase. They saw him enter the cooper 
shop of Springmeyer & Co., under the via- 
duct. 

When the policemen entered the shop the 
fugitive was not to be seen. The workmen 
declared to the officers that no one had en- 
tered. The police knew better, and after 
searching for a few minutes they found their 
man in hiding under a bench with barrels 
piled up all around him. 

When Gilligan was dragged out he ad- 
mitted shooting the man. He said it was 
done in self-defense and showed a big gash 
on his head which he said was done with 
Horrigan’s club. 

Horrigan was about 40 years old and had 
a wife and three childron. They lived up- 
Stairs over the saloon. 

Gilligan was married a few years ago 
and lost his wife about three months ago. 

Horrigan’s body was taken to the Morgue 
and Gilligan was locked up pending an in- 
quest and a hearing.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—Comply- 
ing with the act of Congress for the sup- 
pression of contagious diseases among do-~ 
mestic animals, Secretary Morton has, un- 
der date of Jan, 27, issued to the managers 
and agents of railroads and transportation 
companies in the country, stock men and 
others, a circular notifying them that a 
contagious and infectious disease known as 
splenetic or Southern fever, exists among 
cattle from the northwest corner of Call- 
fornia and running in an irregular direction 
to where the boundary line of Virginia 
joins the er agen ala corner of Maryland 
at the Atigntic ocean. 

This includes the following States: Cali- 
fornia, Tomns.. Arkansas, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina and Virginia, por- 
tioris of Fenmessee and the Indian Terri- 
tory. From thé 16th of February to the 
lsth of November, inclusive, during each 
year, no cattle are to be transport from 
the territory indicated to any portion of the 
United States above, north, east or west of 
the Federal quarantine line, except by rail 
for immediate slaughter, and when so tran- 
sported certain regulations are to be com- 
plied with. 

These include the watering and feeding of 
such cattle apart from other cattle when un- 
loaded for such purpose; their {tsolation in 
separate pens at points of destination, the 
placarding of cars carrying the animals, and 
the disinfection of the same when the jour- 
ney is completed.

JUDGE KLEIN’S RECENT RULING 
DISCUSSED BY BROKERS. 


DECISION CALLED UNJUST. 


President Langenberg of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Says Deals on 
’Change Cannot Be Affected. 


All about the floor of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change groups of grain men stood Monday 
discussing Judge Klein’s decision in regard 
to option dealing. 

The Judge decided Saturday that a broker 
could not collect margins from a customer 
by legal process in cases where both par- 
ties understood that the deal was a purely 
speculative one and that the grain was 
rever to be delivered. The decision was 
handed down in the case of Gaylord & 
Blessing, brokers, against B. C. Edmunds. 
Edmunds, who is not a grain dealer, or- 
dered Gaylord & Blessing to buy 5,000 bush- 
els of wheat in the Chicago market, to be 
delivered in July, and to esell 5,000 bushels 
for delivery in September. The brokers 
asked Edmunds to put up $250 for a margin. 
Edmunds told them he did hot have the 
cash, but would pay the money before the 
deal was closed. 


In June Gaylord & Blessing, after asking 
Edmunds for the margin, closed out the 
wheat at a loss of $168. They sued Edmunds 
for this amount. When the case came up 
before Judge Kiein, Edmunds set up the de- 


‘ fense that the transaction was gambling, as 


_ £0F Was never to be delivere 


he had no wheat to sell and would not have 
received the wheat he bought if it had been 
delivered: Judge Klein decided in his favor, 
basing his opinion largely on correspondence 
between the customer and the brokers. 

In Edmunds’ first Jetter to the brokers 
he told them he wished to “‘take a chance 
on wheat."’ They replied me yt 
much he was “willing to lose.” He sald he 
would risk $250, but did not have the cash 
td put up at once. 

Before closing the deal Gaylord & Bless- 
ing wrote to munds asking him for the 

margin, saying: 

“We cannot carry speculative deals of this 
kind without a margin. to protect us against 
fluctuations of the market.” 

Judge Kiein considered these letters suffi- 

t evidence that both parties knew the 

nsaction was a gambling deal. He de- 
cided against the brokers and in his opin- 
fon he held that where margins are not 
paid in cash the broker cannot collect them 
when there is evidence that there never Was 
= intention of delivering the grain. 

he opinion and its effect on deals made 
on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange 
were discussed all morning by members of 
that body. President Langenberg held that 
the decision would not affect deals made on 
"Change, as all the contracts state that the 
= dealt in is intended for actual] de- 
ivery. He was unwilling to discuss the de- 
cision at wn + oe 

Vice-President Will P. Kennett said: 

“The statute declaring option dealing in 
grain common gambling forms the basis for 

udge Klein's decision. The law is mani- 
fest M unjust. If dealing in options on grain 
are illegal, so are deals in any other com- 
modity intended for future delivery. 

‘When a man orders a load of coal to be 
delivered three months hence at the market 
price then prevailing, he is gambling as 
much as the man who buys grain for future 
delivery. 

“Acording to Judge Klein it is not neces- 
sary for the defendant in a suit to’ recover 
margins, to prove that the transaction was 
a gambling deal. It is sufficient to intro- 

uce evidence that both the customer and 

e broker Knew there was no intention to 

tually deliver the grain bought or sold. 

his would ve a dishonest customer a 
ge chance to evade his contracts. Under 

he statute he can go even further. Even 
though he has paid this money he can get 
it back if he pleads the gambling act within 
three months after the money was paid. 

“Under Judge Kiein’s ruling the broker 
has little chance to test the legality of the 
statute. The Judge assumes that the statute 
is legal, and holds that this may be taken 
for granted in hearing a civil case to re- 
cover margins. I do not see how the deci- 
sion can seriously affect deals made on 
Change, though there may be outsiders who 
will take advantage of it to place orders 
through Exchange members and then re- 

udiate their contracts. In such cases, 

wever, the broker or cOmmission man, 
has only himself to blame if he undertakes 
to carry deals for people who he knows 
are making iaghes 4 speculative purchases or 
sales of grain not intended for delivery.”’ 

P. P. Connor said: 

“I consider Judge Klein's decision a very 
just one. I am certain that I would not 
expect legal redress if I deliberately made 
@ deal for a man who bought grain simply 
as a gambler. The deals made on the 
floor of this Exchange are covered by iron- 
clad contracts, in which both parties pledge 
themselves to deliver and receive the grain 
bargained for. Of course, there is such a 
thing as speculative trading, but it is in 
no sense gambling and does not, in my 
opinion, come under the statute against op- 
t dealing. A man very often gets an or- 
der for wheat. If he waited until the date 
set for delivery and ught the wheat at 
1 Seed price, he would stand a chance 
of fosing on the transaction. 

“To protect himself he goes into the pit 
and buys options on grain at the prevailing 
market price. Before the time for delivery 
on his order he closes out his option and 
buys the wheat ordered in the open market 
forkash. The profit he makes on the op- 
tions compensates for his loss on the cash 
wheat. In this case he never receives the 
wheat on which he bought options. The 

eal is purely speculative, but it. is abso- 
gutely necessary as a matter of self-prote:- 


n, 
“Then again, the sale and resale of 
bushels of wheat will cover orders for Sen 
bushels. A man who has an order for 
.000 bushels delivers the grain. The pur- 
chaser in turn delivers it to a man who 
has ordered it from him. In this way the 
order goes the rounds, the grain frequently 
windi up in the hands of the man who 
recelv the first order. Such deals are to 
a certain extent speculation, but the broker 
always stands ready to deliver if called on 
to do so, The contracts made here are iron- 
clad in that respect, The fact that grain 
is not actually delivered is no proof that 
there was not originally an intention to 
deliver it. I think Judge Klein's decision 
will have a wholesome effect on checking 
Sambling in grain by outsiders.”

Judge Kiein apparently does not draw 
the line between a speculative deal and a 
mbling deal.

MEASURE HAS BEEN PREPARED 
FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


BACKED BY THE BREEDERS. 


Provides for Licensing Betting From 
One to Three Months on 
- Regular Tracks. 


A bill figs been prepared:and will shortly 
be introduced in the State Legislature, pro- 
viding for the licensing of pool sellers on 
race tracks. 

Local bookmakers say the bill is fostered 
by the recently organized Breeders’ Asso- 
clation, They claim they do not like its 
provisions and say it will not stand a test 
in court and declare they are doing all 
right under present conditions and are not 
hankering after legislation. 

The measure is as follows: 


An act to punish bookmaking and poolselling b 
unlteensed persons; to provide for the ieonent> ot 
such a license, and to dispose of the fund arising 
from such license. Be it enacted by the Gen- 
oe aay of the State of Missouri, as fol- 

Section 1. No person or persons sha c 
or register by mechanical oe ether nc gg + A 
or wagers, or sell auction pools or engage in 
bookmaking by or through any device, book, 
instrument or contrivance whatever upon the 
result of any trial or contest of skill, speed or 
power of endurance of man or beast which is 
to take place within or beyond the NMmits of 
this State, nor shall any person. become the 
custodian of any money, property or thing of 
value that is staked, wagered or pledged, with- 
out first havi obtained a license so to. do as 
herein provided; nor shall any owner, lessee or 
occupant pf any room, shed, tenement, booth 
or building or part thereof, knowingly suffer 
or permit the same to be used for such purpose 
or purposes by any person who has not ob- 
tained a license as aftersaid; any person vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by tmprisonment in 
the county jail for a period of one year or by 
a fine of one thougand dollars, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good reputation de- 
siring to obtain a license to sell auction pools, 
make books or register wagers or bets, by me- 
chanical or other means as provided by this 
act, shall apply in writing to the State Aud- 
itor for such license, stating the race course 
or fair grounds where he desires to carry on 
the business and the character of business he 
desires to conduct, and the length of time, and 
the State Auditor, if satisfied of the good 
character of such applicant and the good re- 
pute of the race course or fair grounds upon 
which the applicant may desire to conduct 
such business, may issue a license authorizing 
him to do any, or all of the things provided in 
thie act. : 

Sec. 3. No license shall be fasued under this 
act for less than three, nor more than ifinety 
days, and such license shall express upon its 
face the particular class of business which the 
applicant is permitted to conduct, and such 
license shall only authorize him to engage in 
poolselling, bookmaking. or registering bets as 
expressed therein, and there shall be levied and 
collected upon each license the sum of two 
dollars per day for auction poolselling, two 
dollars per day for each book, which any book- 
maker is authorized to make, and two dollars 
per day for each register of bets, authorized 
to be kept or conducted, and the license shall 
wtate the number of books. or registers of bets 
authorized to be made er kept, and the length 
of time the party receiving the. same is an- 
thorized to engage in said business, and also 
the place where said business shall be con- 
ducted; and before the license shall be issued 
the applicant shall deliver to the State Auditor 
a receipt of the State Treasurer, showing that 
the license fees’ have been paid into the Treas- 
ury. No license shall be issued to any n 
authorizing the sales of pools, bookmaking or 
registering of bets from the first of November 
of each year to the fifteenth day of April -of 
the following year. 

Sec. 4. No licensed poolseller, bookmaker or 
registrer of bets shall conduct his business at 
any other place than within the inclosure of a 
regular race course or fair grounds, and only 
at the place mentioned in his license, and dur- 
ing the day when the contest upon which the 
pools are sold, books are made; or bets regis- 
tered are being conducted at said race course 
or fair grounds, and only between the hours of 
ten o'clock a. m. and seven o'clock p. m., nor 
shall he sel pools, accept or register bets 
from any minof. 

Sec. 56. If any person having obtained a li- 
cense under this act shall violate any pro- 
visions or conditions thereof, or of this act, 
he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon convi¢tion thereof be punished by a 
fine of not more than one thousand dollars or 
pa gg oe age in the county jail for one year, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

. Sec. 6. The license fees arising under this act 
shall be set apart by the State Treasurer, to 
be used under the direction of the State Board 
of Agriculture for the development and im- 
provemept of the breed of horges in this State 
as said money may be appropriated from time 
to time by law for that purpose. 

Sec. 7. All-acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
or in conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. Inasmuch as there is no existing law 
authorizing the licensing of poolselling, book- 
making and registering of bets, an emergency 
exists, as eontemplated by the constitution, 
and this act shall become effective and in 
force from and after its passage.

—— The recent speech of William E. Dodge 
of Phelps, Dodge & ‘Co. of New York, be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce of that 
city, is attracting a ‘great deal of public 
attention and provoking @ great deal of 
discussion in the press. 

It is an adage, justified by centuries of 
history, that while experience is a dear 
school] it is the only one fools can learn 
in. The voice of Dodge has mot been the 
only one crying in the wilderness. It has 
only been raised louder than the thou- 
sands of others which have been com- 
plaining in a minor key. It has been pos- 
sible, any time within the last’ month, to 
hear scores of men who voted for Mc- 
Kinley denouncing the Republican party 
for the continued hard times. The coun- 
try is realizing that it-has been bunkoed, 

And now, unless all signs fail, it will 
be the same bunko men who will step 
forward with a scheme of relief, Their 
victim is now in the hole. They put him 
there, but, having him there, they will 
dictate the terms of his release. By this 
means they hope to force a great inflation 
of paper money in the form of national 
bank notes to displace canceled green- 
backs and to meet the demand for more 
money.

GREECE SENDS A TORPEDO FLEET 
70 CRETE. 


SQUADRON ALREADY THERE. 


Christians Await the Signal to Pro- 
claim Union With the Greek 
; Government. 


ATHENS, Feb. 8.—The announcement that 
Prince George, second son of the King of 
Greece, will command the _ torpedo fleet 
which is now in readinees to start for Crete 
to join the Greek squadron, has added 
strength to the rumors that Greece will in- 
sist upon a union with Crete. It is a well 
known fact that the Christians, who are 
now in possession of the whole island, with 
the exception of Herkalion and Retimo, are 
only awaiting a signal from Greece to pro- 


claim union, with that country. 

The present uprising in Crete is looked 
upon by many statesmer in this country as 
a move on the part of the Sultan of Turkey 
to draw the attention of England, France 
and Russia away from Constantinople. 
Greece, whose quarrel with Turkey has been 
growing more serious from day to day, has 
not hesitated to take advantage of the ex- 
cesses of the Turkish eoldiers on the island, 
and is sending all of her naval force there. 
Should the Sultan regard this move as & 
challenge, there would be presented com- 

lications which would quickly force the 

ands of the powere in dealing with the 
Turkish situation. 

The Greek squadron on arriving at Canea 
did not salute the Turkish flag. Official ad- 
vices say that the Mussulmans are pre- 
paring a massaere at Retimo. The repre- 
sentatives of some of the powers have ex- 
pressed to the Greek Government surprise 
that Greece has sent warships to the Island 
of Crete, 

Three thousand people took part yester- 
day evening in a manifestation in front of 
the Ministry of Marine. There were con- 
tinued Cries of “Long live Crete, Long 
live the Union.” 

It is thought possible that a ministerial 
crisis will result from the manifestations. 

CANEA, Island of Crete, Feb. 8&— 
All of the Christians have _ left the 
town. Fifteen hundred Christians have 
gone aboard the British vessel, while 200

eat Halepe 700 armed Christians are facing 
an armed body of Mussulmans, The situ- 
ation at Retimo is serious.

The 
Turks have eureney pilaged several villages 
and it is feared that the insurrection will 
involve the whole of Crete. 

The Greek squadron has arrived here. 

The Christians about Canea have hoisted 
the Greek flag; have proclaimed the union 
of that island with Gragce, and have in- 
vited the King of Greece to take possession 


of it. 

It is officially announced that the fires 
have been totally quenched. Two hundred 
buildings in all have been destroyed. The 
report says that tranquillity reigns in the 
town and in its vicinity, and that the Turk- 
ish troops throughout behaved in an order- 
ly manner. 


BERLIN, Feb. 8.—A special dispatch re- 
ceived here from Athens says: It is rumored 
here that the foreign warships have begun 
a bombardment of Canea, Island of Crete. 
No confirmation of the report can be ob. 
tained here. The German warship Kaiserin 
Augusta has been ordered to as to sail 
as soon as possible for the island. 


ROME, Feb. 8.—A dispatch received here 
from Canea says that the Mussulmans at 


Heraklion, Island of Crete, have attacked 
the arsenal there and carried off 2,000 rifles. 


CANOVAS’ DOWNFALL, 


Predicted at Madrid on Account of the 
Opposition to the Cuban Re- 
forms Scheme. 


MADRID, Feb. 8.—The issuance of . the 
text of the Cuban reforms has stirred up a 
tempest in the Ministry as well as creating 
political excitement throughout the coun- 
try. So great is the dissatisfaction among 
Canovas’ associated in the Cabinet that they 
publicly disavow any responsibility for the 
reforms. One strange result of the agita- 
tion has been a reconciliation between the 
Duke of Tetuan and Martinez Campos, and 
the downfall of Canovas seems an inevitable 
result. Premier Canovas says the reforms 
will. be put in operation upon the receipt 
of Weyler’s announcement that the re- 
bellion is confined to the eastern provinces. 


WARRING ON WOMEN. 


Harsh Treatment Experienced by Mrs. 
Rodriguez and Others. 
HAVANA, via Key West, Fla., Feb. 3.— 
Mrs. Eva Ada Rodriguez, a woman of re- 
finement, well born, and a member of an 
Episcopal church in New York, is among 
the latest victims of official outrages. Her 


experiences have been shared by four cul- 
tivated Cuban women, doomed to stay in a 
foul place, not a prison, but the jail to 
which disreputable women are sent. Into 
this vile place, the eleven rooms of which 
were already filled with ninety dirty and 
depraved wretches, black and white, these 
sensitive women were thrust. The “crime 
they are guiity of is being the mothers, 
wives or sisters of Cuban leaders in the 
field.

Evangelina Casio, a wondrously beautiful 
Cuban girl, only 17 years old. Gen. Lee’s

who has been in that loathsome place six 
months. Her father, her only living rela- 
tive, was sent to the Isle of Pines. A Span- 
ish officer tried to assault her, but was 
resisted. The people of the place resented 
the outrage in an uprising, and she was 
arrested in revenge by the officer, and sent 
here as the leader of the insurrection there. 
A Spanish grandee here with five titles of- 
fered to release her if she wauld live with 
him one week. She réfused. 

Gen. Lee has made a personal appeal for 
her release, which will hardly be granted.

FLORENCE P. SULLIVAN KILLED 
BY JAMES J. ENRIGHT. 


AN EAST ST. LOUIS TRAGEDY. 


They Met in a Saloon, Quarreled Over 
Politics, and Wound Up in 
a Fatal Fight. 


In a row in William Scully’s saloon, corner 
of Broadway and Main street, East St. 
Louis, at 9 o’clock Sunday morning, Flor- 
ence P. Sullivan, a well-known sporting 
man, was fatally wounded with a revolver 
in the hands of Deputy Sheriff James J. 
Enright. 

Sullivan died at 1 o’clock Monday morning 
and Enright is locked up at police head- 
quarters, awaiting the verdict of the Cor- 
oner’s jury. 

The principals in the ugly affair met in 
Scully’s place by accident yesterday morn- 
ing. They had been lifelong friends, and 
after a social drink or two began discuss- 
ing politics. Several rounds of drinks fol- 
lowed, and the discussion grew warmer and 
a fight ensued. 

There were several friends of both parties 
in the saloon, who separated the combat- 
ants, but in a few moments the quarrel was 
renewed. 

At this time Sullivan and Enright were 
standing near the ice box and out of reach 
of their friends. They came to blows, but 
it is not known who was the aggressor. En- 
right’s friends insist that Sullivan, who 
was of powerful physique and very active, 
made at Enright with a knife and that tne 
—— pulled his gun and fired two or three 
shots. 

Only one shot took effect. The ball struck 
Sullivan in the abdomen, two inches to the 
leftpf the navel. He sank to the floor and 
was picked up and carried to a card table. 

Enright burst out crying. He approached 
the wounded man and asked, ‘‘Florry, are 
you hurt?’’ 

Sullivan was not able to reply. 

An ambulance was immediately sum- 
moned and the wounded man was removed 
to St. Mary’s Hospital. Enright remained 
in the saloon until he saw his victim taken 
away. Then he started to police headquar- 
ters to surrender to the authorities. 

By this time the shooting had been re- 
ported to Chief Ganey, and he dispatched 
Officer Wright to the scene. A block from 
the station the officer met Enright, who 
ey ty his revolver from his pocket and 
said: 

“Here, take this gun, Wright. I shot a 
man with it.”’ 

5 ht was placed in the close cell. He 

to make any statement regarding 
the affair. 

The Drs. Mudd were summoned from 8t. 
Louis by Assessor John P. Enright, brother 
of the man held for the shooting, and they 
probed for the bullet in Sullivan's body. 
They discovered that the ball was lodged in 
his bladder. and did not extract it, believ- 
ing the wound was necessarily fatal. This 
theory, however, was not communicated to 
the wounded man. 

He was visited by numerous friends dur- 
ing thé night, and to all such he expressed 
a conviction that he would recover. State's 
Attorney M. D. Baker went to the hospital 
to secure an ante-mortem statement from 
the dying man, but he refused to make one, 
saying that he was positive he would re- 
cover. Sullivan expressed great sorrow 
for the affair, and repeatedly said that he 
attached no blame to Enright. 

Enright is about 3 years old, and for sev- 
eral years has acted as bailiff in the City 
Court. Both men were born and reared in 
East St. Louls. Sullivan was formerly a 
base ball enthusiast. and at one time was 
pitcher for the birnet oo 

He was a graduate of the High School and 
has taught fn the local schools. During 
Cleveland's first term he was appointed as 
a mail clerk, but resigned after a brief ser- 
vice, and has made his living as a profea- 
sional gam .* He was fully 6 feet tall and 
weighed 290 unds. Enright is small of 
stature. Neither Sullivan nor Enright was 
ma ‘ 

Coroner Schildroth 4id not arrive from 
Rellevifle until noon and the result of the 
inauest will not be known until evening. 

The inquest will take place at Walsh's 
Morgue. The body will be buried in S8t. 
Henry's Cemetery, Tuesday at 2 p. m.

Pronounced a Victim of Mental Dis- 
order and Should Be a Subject 
of Compassion.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 8.—Specialists 

of this city have made public the history of 
Mrs. Walter Castle’s affliction which 
brought about kleptomanta kak ve resulted in 
her sensational arrest and trial in London 
recently. They decide that she was wholly 
irresponsible for her acts. 
‘Mr. and Mrs. Castle were San Francisco 
society people. While atthe Hotel Cecil in 
London she was arrested for stealing some 
furs. When her trunks were opened great 
quantities of goods, supposed to ‘have been 
stolen, were found. After one of the most 
sensational trials on record she was con- 
vieted, notwithstanding the United States 
State Department and prominent citizens in 
America and England exerted every energy 
to secure her release. After a short incar- 
ceration she was released. With her hus- 
band she came to this city and subjected 
herself to treatment. A few days ago she 
was released as cured. 

With a view of adding to medical lore, as 
well as to establish Mrs. Castle's innocence, 
the College of Physicians in this city in- 
Guiged in a formal discussion of her case 
and a number of similar character. 

The consensus of opinion was that Mrs. 
Castle was totally irresponsible for her acts 
at the time; that they were excited by and 
associated with the pelvic disease of which 
ehe was a victim, and that the operations 
performed upon her should effect a cure of 
her disease and preclude the possibility of a 
return of her mania. 

The discussion was based upon a paper 
prepared by Drs. L. W. Steinbach and Sol- 
omon 8. Cohen, the physicians who attended 
Mrs. Custie. In the paper Mrs. Castle is 
not referred to by name, but her identity is 
fully revealed. 

Embodied in the paper is also the opinion 
of Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell, who was called in 
consultation by Drs. Steinbach and—Cohen, 
H's deductions are as follows: 

“I believe the basis of her mental disease 
to have been hysterical, and it is my hope 
and belief that the results of the operations 
will aid in the cure of the mental malady. 

“I do not think that she was morally re- 
sponsible for her acts during her stay in 
Europe or for some time before that period. 
It is a case of mental disorder, and not 
of guilt, and should excite the utmost com- 
passion. 

“I think her hysterical, weak and unbal- 
anced, but not criminal. It is character- 
istic of her form of mental disorder that 
she should show no other obvious signs of 
insanity than the overwhelming tendency 
which belongs to her form of monomania.”’ 

Dealing editorially with the case in the 
Polydiinic, Dr. Cohen advances the theory 
that kleptoman!a is practically a return to 
primitive conditions. The child until taught 
better considers it no crime to steal, and 
the kleptomaniac, weakened by disease, re- 
turns to the untaught child’s condition, Dr. 
Cohen adds: 

“Without following the school that makes 
all crime disease, it is quite easy to see 
that in such cases as the one under consid- 
eration the temperament of the patient, the 
injudicious life «he had led, the want of 
motive for criminal act, and the presence 
of a vera causa for mental disease, render 
the diagnosis of kleptomania the only pos- 
sible one. With the removal of the disease, 
with the rude awakening shock of recent 
experience, and with judicious management 
of the patient's life on lines rudely suggest- 
ed, there should be no occasion to dread 
relapse."’

“FOR DEAD BABIES 


NATOMICAL BOARD SETS DBR. 
STARKLOFF TO THINKING. 


CADAVERS ARE IN PLENTY. 


Indigent Parents Bring Them Freely 
to the City for Burial in 
Potter’s Field. 


Shall the bodies of babies turned over to 
the city for burial be given to the Anatom- 
ical Board for dissection? 

This is a question which Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff has been called upon to de- 
cide. 

It is almost a daily occurrence for ind'gent 
parents of dead children to bring them to 
the Mortuary Office and turn them over to 
Dr. Karges, the clerk. They bring them in 
baskets and pasteboard boxes, ask that the 
city bury them, set the improvised coffin 


down on a chair and with a last lingering 
look go away. 

Their understanding and desire is that 
they be buried in Potter's Field. Dr. Kar- 
gee has been making this disposition of 
hem. A couple of days ago, Dr. Nicholson, 
the Secretary of the Anatomical Board, sent 
“a letter of inquiry to the clerk. He wanted 
to know why these bodies were not assigned 
to the board. He said the anatomical pro- 
fessors at the colleges were clamoring for 
infant cadavers. He could not meet the de- 
mand. 

Dr. Karges said he had no authority to 
give him the bodies. “I can’t do it,”’ he 
said. These parents believe that their 
babies. are to be buried in Potter's field. 
How do I know but the parents may get in 
better circumstances: and want to remove 
the bodies to a cemetery? They would come 
here and ask me about it. I would have 
to tell them that the body was not in 
Potter's field: that it had been given to 
a medical college for dissection. Then there 
would be a great outcry and I would have 
no defense.”’ 

He accordingly referred the matter to Dr. 
Btarkloff for decision. 

Two infants were brought to the office 
saturday. One was the child of James and 
Mary Bingham, 714 North Sixth street, and 
Was named Joseph. The other belonged to 
Peter and Mary Taylor of 1428% Linden 
street. It was still born. 

Nearly all the babies which die at the 
Bethesda Home are turned over to the city 
for burial, but they are sent direct to the 
Gead house at the City Hospital. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said Mon- 
day morning he would not let the Anatomi- 
ca Board have the bodies of such children. 
"The law is,’’ he said, “that the board is 
entitled to all unclaimed bodies. Bodies 
of children entrusted to the city for burial] 
are not unclaimed. 

“The fact is we have been so nice to 
those peovle that they think they are en- 
titled to the earth.

STORES ROBBED. 


ISAAC EMMER AND ISAAC HAR- 
RIS THE LOSING PROPRIETORS. 


NO CLEW TO THE THIEVES. 


Done Both Jobs, as the Work 
Was Similar. 


The jewelry store of Isaac Emmer & Co., 
at 1008 Washington avenue, was robbed 
Sunday night between 11 and 12 o'clock. 
About $200 worth of cheap gold-plated ‘rings, 
set with imitation jewels, was al) that was 
secured. All the valuable stuff was in the 
safe, which was untouched. The burglars 
are presumed to have been frightened away. 

The fact that Emmer’s place had been 
entered was discovered by Officers Findley 
and Hogan. They were passing by the store 
about 11:30 o’clock when they noticed the 
front door was open. An examination dis- 
closed the fact that it had been forced. 

Emmer’s store is on the ground floor of an 
old dwelling which has been remodeled. Up- 
stairs there are furnished rooms. The doors 
and show windows of the store are protected 
by heavy wire screens. . 

The screen on the door had been pried off 
by the burglars and the glass in the upper 
part of it smashed. In this manner they 
were enabled to get at the locks on the in- 
side and open the door. 

The stolen propert- was secured from one 
of the show cases. It consisted almost <n- 
tirely of one rings. It is probable that 
the thieves thought they had secured a

“I do not anticipate any great opposition 
to the passage of the endowment bill,” said 
Senator B, M. Anderson of ‘Boone County, 
at the Laclede Monday morning.

“The State University, which also includes 
the Schoo! of Mines, now has an endowment 
of $1,223,000. On a basis of 5 per cent if 
terest the University now receives but 7 
a year—e sum entirel inadequate | i 
meet the needs of the institution. The 
roposes to increase the endowment a 
,000, by which the University ag 
receive $161,000 a year. By increasing t ¢ 
endowment $2,000, an extra revenue 0 

00,000 a year is raised. a 

‘“‘Now the tax-payers must not understan 
that this increase of endowment is of the 
same nature as increasing the public 
by issuing bonds. It is nothing of ; 
kind. The certificate of indebtedness _ 
the State is to be only 5 per cent an the 
$3,225,000 endowment, and that indebtedness 
is to be paid out of the interest fund, ae 
not out of the revenue fund. By this metho 
not only the State University, but all other 
State institutions, can be improved without 
raising the assessment on real estate and 
personal property in the State. 

“This extra $100,000 a year, as proposed to 
be raised by the bill, is not like issuing 
bonds; it is not a public debt; it is not ne- 
gotiable or transferable, because the State 
can abolish it any time. 

“Unless this plan is carried out the State 
Board of Equalization will be compelled 
|to increase the assessment on all property, 
real and personal, in the State, and that 
| would work a hardship on the taxpayer. 
|The bonds of the State bear 3% per cent 
interest now, but if the assessment of prop- 
erty is to be increased to meet the educa- 
tional needs the interest rate would go 
up to 8 per cen® New buildings are ab- 
solutely required to place the State Uni- 
versity on a proper footing, and the most 
economical way to meet the necessity is 
to increase the endowment. 

“This endowment b']l represents the com- 
bined wisdom of Gov. Stephens, ex-Gov. 
Stone, Prof. C. M. Woodward of Washing- 
sre University and several prominent edu- 
cators.’”’

THIEVES IN THE 
GUISE OF “COPS.” 


PRETENDING TO BE DETECTIVES, 


THEY ROBBED MRS. FOSTER. 


THREE SUSPECTS ARRESTED. 


“Big Willie” O’Keefe Is One of Them, 
but the Woman Cannot Posi- 
tively Identify Him. 


Mrs. Mary Foster, who is employed as a 
charwoman at the Public School Library, 
visited the Four Courts Monday morning 
at the suggestion of Chief of Detectives 
Desmond, to see if she could identify “Big 
Willie’ O'Keefe, in connection with a rob- 
bery which occurred at Mrs.Foster’s house 
about ten days ago, the particulars of 
which have just come to light. O'Keefe 
is a well-kno#n thief, and was arrested 
Sunday, in company with ‘“Cock-Eye” 
Walsh and “Skee” Hurley, also local crooks, 
on gencral suspicion. 

Mrs. Foster lives at 1325 North Fifteenth 
street and has for a next door neighbor 
Mrs. Emma Sutter. Mrs. Sutter bears a bad 
reputation in the neighborhood as a dis- 
turber of the peace of other individuals, 
and is well known to the police. She is a 
sister to the notorious Sutter boys, who 
have served the State on various occasions 
for nearly every offense in the criminal 
calendar. 

Mrs, Foster in some way incurred the en- 
mity of Mrs. Sutter and was immediately 
marked for punishment. While returning 
from work one evening early in January 
she was assaulted in front of her own home 
by the Sutter woman, who knocked her 
down and beat her in a frightful manner, 
Mrs. Foster had her assailant arrested on a 
charge of assault and battery. 

While the case was pending in the court 
ten days ago, Mrs. Foster was paid a visit 
at her home late at night by three men; 
who represented to her that they were de- 
tectives who were trying to secure evidence 
against the Sutter woman in the assault 
case. Mrs. Foster hesitated at first about 
admitting them to the house, but they 
forced their way into the kitchen while she 
was talking to them with an air of author- 
ity that disarmed her suspicions, 

While one of the men kept her in the 
kitchen engaged in conversation about the 
Sutter case the other two men walked in:o 
the front room and ransacked the entire in- 
terior. Mrs. Foster, becoming suspicious, 
demanded what authority they had for 
searching her house. The men made some 
evasive reply, but coolly continued their 
search. Under the mattress of the bed 
they found her pocketbook, containing $19, 
and the keys to the public library. This 
they appropriated and then left, telling Mrs. 
Foster they would return the following 
morning. 

Immediately after the men: had left Mrs. 
Foster discovered the loss of her purse. 
She hastily ran out to se if she could over- 
take the men, but they had disappeared. 
She was convinced then that the men were 
not detectives, and when she reported the 
matter to the police she found her con- 
victions were true. 

Chief Desmond was given a good descrip- 
tion of the three men, and he has had 
detectives looking for them ever since, 

One of the men answered very Gosely 
to the description of *Big Willle’’ O’neefe, 
and Mrs Foster, when shown his picture in 
the Rogue’s gallery, was almost certain 
that he was one of her visitors. When he 
was brought before her in the Chief's 
office Monday morning, however, she could 
not positively identify him. said 
O’Keefe was not as tall as the man she 
had in view, but that he greatly resembled 
him otherwise. 

O’Keefe and his companion will be held 
for a few days to see whether they can 
not be connected with some of the recent 
hold-ups and burglaries.
